Aug. 14.—A mob 
of iou men battered down th© doors 
of the Coatesville hospital, dragged 
out Ezekiel W alker, a negro, charged 
with killing Special Policeman Rice 
Saturday night, carried him half a 
mile, manacled to his hospital cot and 
burned him alive. 
'I lie lynching was accomplished only 
alter the negro, mad with pain, had 
leaped from the blazing pyre built 
over him and tried to escape, dragging 
the ired to which he was bound bv 
hi* handcuffs. 
A crowd of 2Oho watch­ 
ed the mob leaders beat tile creature 
with fence rails, 
and 
forced him, 
shrieking, (lack into the dames. Three 
tim es he bounded up and three tlme-

finally, the 
quivering body fell into the fire. 
Only then was the mob satisfied 
rite m asked men walked bark to th* 
town, and a half hour later they had 
dispersed as rapidly as they had gath 
ere I.

T a ft’s 
Objection 
to 
Statehood 


Measure Is Based Solely on Recall 


of the Judiciary Provision of A ri­ 


zona’s Constitution. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 14.—With the 
teto m essage upon the New Mexico 
And Arizona statehood 
hills stowed 
away in his luggage, President Taft 
left Beverly last evening for W ash­ 
ington. 
It is probable th a t the m essage will 
be sent to congress today. 
Confer­ 
ences with Republican congressional 
leaders will be held, and unless Mr. 
T aft desires to m ake some changes in 
the m essage following these confer­ 
ences it will probably be sent direct 
to congress. 
Though no details concerning the 
text of the 
m essage 
is obtainable 
now, it is understood to he confined 
solely to flee recall of the Judiciary 
provision of the Arizona constitution. 
The constitution of 
tile two states 
were so closely linked together for 
political purposes th a t New Mexico 
m ust suffer debarm ent because of th la 
provision of Arizona’s constitution. 
Tile m essage represents the major 
part of three* days’ hard work by Mr. 
Taft and he has prepared it with the 
greatest care, revising its text again 
and again. 
It is his final word upon 
the issue of recall for the judiciary, 
m d states his attitude iu the most em ­ 
phatic m anner possible. 
It is quite 
lengthy and is considerably well spic­ 
ed throughout, as Jew questions have 
stirred the president deejier than that 
of recall of Judges. 
Besides the statehood veto message, 
Mr. Taft during his three days stay 
in Beverly has prepared the m aterial 
fen- a veto m essage on the wool bill, 
which will probably be sent in a few 
days after lite statehood veto. 
The president was obliged to carry 
his work over until Sunday. 
He en 
Joyed a few hours' rest, however, be­ 
fore he left Beverly in his automobile 
tor Boston, where he took the Federal 
express for W ashington.
